and  other  merchandise  ship  year-round.  And 
perhaps  most  importantly,  workers  harch  up  to 
100,000  birds  per  weekend  from  January 
to  July. 

It’s  a tough  business  with  few  breaks. 
Hatching  weekends  are  the  busiest,  because 
federal  regulations  require  chicks  to  be  shipped 
within  24  hours  of  hatching.  (Murray  serves  as 
chair  of  the  Bird  Shippers  of  America,  which 
deals  with  industry  shipping  issues.) 

“I  compare  hatch  days  to  managing  a ball 
team,”  says  the  former  coach.  “Hatch  day  is 
game  day...  The  difference  is  that  you  can’t  lose 
or  tie;  you  gotta  win  every  week.” 

Despite  the  vastness  of  the  business, 
Murray  knows  each  variety  of  chicken  at  a 
glance  - knowledge  gleaned  from  a lifetime  in 
the  business. 

“Baby  chicks  have  always  been 
the  reason 


It’s  unlikely  you’d  tell  Murray  McMurray 
’69  a chicken  joke  he  hasn’t  heard. 

However,  thar  doesn’t  mean  he  won’t 
laugh  at  your  punch  line;  Murray  is  fascinated 
by  the  business  of  chickens. 

It’s  his  interest  in  his  family’s  88-year-old 
hatchery  that  has  made  Murray  McMurray 
Hatchery  a name  known  across  the  globe. 
Everyone  from  Martha  Stewart  to  hobby 
farmers  buys  chicks  from  the  Webster  Ciry 
business. 

Around  the  hatchery,  Murray  fosters  an 
atmosphere  of  good  humor,  but  his  business 
acumen  is  no  laughing  matter. 

“The  Hatch,”  as  the  high  school  kids  have 
dubbed  it,  is  the  nation’s  oldest  and  largest 
rare  breed  hatchery,  offering  more  than  100 
varieties  of  chickens  and  a host  of  other 
birds.  It  is  primarily  a mail-order 
enrerprise,  relying  on  phone  and  j

''  we’ve  been  in  business;  that’s  what 

best,”  Murray  says.  “My  partners  and  I have 
added  a lot  - ducks,  geese,  guineas,  peacocks 
and  implement  products.  We’re  a one-stop 
poultry  shop.” 

Murray’s  grandfather  - and  namesake  - 
founded  the  hatchery  in  1917.  The  business 
passed  to  Murray’s  father  and  uncle.  The 
^ brothers  had  10  children  between  them, 

5s.  none  of  whom  showed  the  slightest  interest 
:s  in  continuing  the  family  business. 

“Oh,  we  all  worked  (at  the  hatchery),  but 
there  was  no  way  we  wanted  to  run  it,” 
Murray  recalls,  smiling.  His  partner 
and  best  friend,  Mike  Lubbers,  worked  there, 
too. 

At  Wartburg,  Murray  majored  in 
physical  education  and  lived  in  Cotta  House. 
“1  was  on  the  football  team,  and  that  was  the 
football  house,”  he  explains.  “The  quip  in 
those  days  was  that  those  of  us  who  lived 
there  all  had  a minor  in  animal  husbandry. 
Hmmm  - maybe  that  prepared  me  for  this.” 

He  went  on  to  a career  as  a coach  and 
teacher  and  professor  in  Wisconsin  and  South 
Dakota.  During  that  rime,  he  earned  a 
Master  of  Science  degree  at  South  Dakota 
State  University. 

In  1980  Murray  was  33  and  realized  he 
considered  rhe  chicken  hatching  business 
fascinating.  That  year,  he  and  Lubbers  took 
over  the  hatchery.  Over  the  next  several  years, 
they  expanded  the  business,  built  new 


facilities  and  brought  in  Bud  Wood  as  a 
third  parrner. 

“I  was  a RE.  major,  Mike  was  a home 
economics  major,”  Murray  explains.  “You 
could  look  at  that  and  say,  ’How  would  that 
prepare  you  for  running  a hatchery?’  But  I 
think  that  the  liberal  arts  background  made 
us  well-rounded.  You  take  courses  that  are 
not  of  your  choosing,  and  those  courses 
broaden  your  experience.  What  it  boils  down 
to  is  that  business  is  really  about  people 
skills.” 

The  Hatch’s  work  philosophy  is  based 
on  the  Golden  Rule.  “That  pays  you  back 
many  times  over,”  Murray  says.  “In  25  years, 
I don’t  remember  ever  hollering  at  anyone. 

. . . This  is  a family,  made  up  of  our 
employees  families,  and  you  take  care  of 
your  family.  They’re  good  people;  when 
you  have  that,  it’s  a bonus.” 

The  staff  consists  of  20  full-time  and 
100  part-time  employees,  including  40  area 
teens  during  hatching  times.  Some  birds 
aren’t  hatched  in  Webster  Ciry  but  instead 
at  subcontractors  under  the  hatchery’s  label. 

Modern  times  have  brought  dramatic 
changes.  “When  I worked  here  in  my  teens, 
every  farm  had  chickens,”  Murray  says. 

“That  meant  that  a great  deal  of  our  business 
was  local.  Since  then,  farming  has  changed  a 
lot.  Most  products  come  from  large-scale 
farms  now,  often  run  by  corporations.  There 
are  huge  hog  confinements,  too.  None  of 


those  farms  usually  has  chickens,  so  our 
niche  has  become  the  hobbyist.” 

The  hatchery’s  average  customer  is 
someone  who  lives  in  the  country  on  a 
few  acres  of  land.  He  or  she  isn’t  a farmer  per 
se  and  lives  on  land  without  zoning 
restrictions  against  raising  chickens  and 
other  animals. 

“A  lot  of  the  time.  I’ll  have  customers 
tell  me  they  want  chickens  for  three  reasons: 
Their  grandma  had  them;  it’s 
good  therapy;  or  it’s  Billy’s  4-H  project,” 
Murray  says. 

Such  humble  desires  have  equaled  a 
booming  business,  which  is  just  fine  with 
him.  “Our  forte  is  not  the  huge  commercial 
operation,”  Murray  says.  “Our  niche  is 
offering  109  varieties  of  chickens  alone. 

We  have  chickens  from  every  corner  of  the 
world  - any  kind  of  chicken,  whether  it  has 
a feathered  foot,  five  toes  or  a top  hat 
of  feathers.” 

Because  of  its  commitment  to  variety, 
the  hatchery  has  saved  some  chicken  gene 
pools  from  extinction.  “Preserving  these 
gene  pools  is  important,”  Murray  says. 

“Here,  we  house  the  largest  flocks  of 
birds  in  the  world  of  these  depleted 
varieties.”

Patience  is  a virtue  Jenitha  Kameli 
’01  has  down  pat. 

As  a Wartburg  student,  her  dream 
was  to  return  home  to  Bukoba,  Tanzania, 
and  teach  at  Ruhija  School  of  Music. 

The  need  for  her  talents  as  a teacher 
and  musician  are  great.  According  to  the 
World  Bank,  Tanzania  is  the  world’s 
fourth-poorest  country.  Music  teachers  are 
in  short  supply,  and  most  instruments 
and  other  supplies  are  inaccessible. 

Except  for  a handful  of  guitars,  piano 
keyboards  and  small  percussion 
instruments,  few  have  had  access  to 
musical  instruments. 

As  a member  of  the  Wartburg 
College  bands,  Kameli  told  Dr.  Craig  A. 
Hancock,  director  of  bands,  of  the  need 
in  her  homeland.  Her  story  touched  the 
music  professor,  inspiring  him  to  develop 
“Treasures  for  Tanzania:  Instruments  of 
Friendship.” 

Through  the  program,  Hancock 
worked  with  the  Wartburg  Development 
Office  to  coordinate  the  donation  of 
various  brass,  woodwind  and  percussion 
instruments  for  the  Ruhija  School  of 
Music. 

“Don’t  worry  if  your  instrument  is 
beat  up  or  no  longer  plays,”  Hancock  told 
prospective  donors.  “Don’t  worry  if  you 
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can’t  find  the  case.  We’ll  take  whatever 
you  have.” 

By  the  time  Kameli  graduated, 
“Treasures”  had  amassed  dozens  of 
instruments.  Students  in  Hancock’s  May 
Term  Marching  Band  and  Instrument 
Repair  course  cleaned  and  refurbished  the 
items.  However,  collecting  and 
refurbishing  the  instruments  were 
perhaps  the  simplest  parts  of  the  plan. 

Kameli  returned  to  Tanzania  with  a 
few  of  the  instruments,  while  the  rest 
went  into  storage,  where  they  sat  for 
nearly  four  years.  That’s  because  one 
important  question  remained:  How  do 
you  cheaply  ship  dozens  of  instruments 
from  Waverly  to  Tanzania? 

Transporting  such  items  some  10,000 
miles  is  no  easy  task,  and  the  shipping 


price  tag  could  easily  exceed  the  items’ 
value.  Coordinators  explored  several 
possibilities  over  the  years,  all  to  no  avail. 

Finally,  2005  Tanzania  alumni  tour 
group  leaders  Dr.  Leslie  Huth  ’58  and 
Dave  Fredrick  ’60  offered  a solution: 
participants  in  the  two  tours  would  take 
nearly  40  instruments  as  carry-on  items. 
Some  participants  even  packed  less  so  one 
of  their  suitcases  could  be  filled  with 
smaller  instruments. 

Dr.  Marvin  Ott  ’61,  retired  director 
of  Information  Technology  Services, 
was  asked  to  coordinate  the  project. 

“We  got  most  of  the  instruments  into 
suitcases,  thanks  to  Craig’s  excellent 
packing,”  he  explained.  “We  even  have  a 
small  drum  set  in  one  of  the  suitcases, 
and  we  figured  out  how  to  pack

Kolhaas'  reflects  on  time  at  Wartburg

“Walk  barefoot  and  look  up.”  This  simple  statement  has  proved  to  be 
a mantra  for  graduating  senior  Angela  Kohihaas. 

Kohihaas,  who  gave  the  commencement  address  on  behalf  of  this 
year’s  graduating  class,  was  a double  major  in  mathematics  and  applied 
music.  Her  passions  are  deeply  embedded  in  this  unusual  combination  of 
studies;  Kohihaas  “simply  couldn’t  give  either  one  of  them  up.” 

Her  love  of  mathematics  was  passed  down  through  the  gene  pool,  as 
both  of  her  parents  are  math  teachers.  As  for  music,  “I  cannot  imagine  not 
playing  music,  singing  music  and  being  enveloped  in  music,”  Kohihaas 
said. 

It  was  a different  sort  of  passion  that  led  Kolhaas  to  focus  on  her 
“barefoot  spirit”  in  her  commencement  address.  While  at  Wartburg, 
Kohihaas  had  the  opportunity  to  travel  abroad,  most  recently  to  Turkey 
for  her  final  May  Term.  While  traveling,  Kohihaas  noted  that  she  has 
often  had  to  “look  up  to  see  the  most  incredible  sights.”  She  used  the 
phrase  as  a metaphor  for  an  important  life  lesson. 

“Likewise,  we  have  to  look  up  to  fully  appreciate  life,  look  up  and 
challenge  ourselves  to  do  more,”  said  Kohihaas. 

In  addition  to  challenging  herself  to  do  more,  Kohihaas  also 
challenged  her  fellow  graduates  to  take  an  active  role  in  the  world. 

“I  walk  barefoot  in  an  attempt  to  identify  with  a large  part  of  the 
world,  to  remind  myself  of  those  I’ve  met  and  their  optimism,  their  firm 
belief  that  the  world  can  be  bettered  one  person  at  a time,  though  their 
situation  would  cause  most  of  us  to  despair,”  Kohihaas  said.  “I  walk 
barefoot  to  remind  myself  to  get  involved  wherever  I am.  We  are  not 
called  to  be  tourists  in  life.  We  are  called  to  learn  from  what  we  see.  We 
are  called  to  act.” 

As  a Wartburg  student,  Kohihaas  was  a top  Regents  Scholar,  receiving 
full  tuition,  room  and  board  for  four  years.  Recently,  she  was  also  awarded 
the  R.J.  McElroy  Trust  graduate  study  fellowship  for  $10,000  per  year. 

She  plans  to  pursue  a Ph.D.  in  mathematics  at  Notre  Dame,  with  the  goal 
of  becoming  a college  professor.

trombones  — in  their  cases.” 

Due  to  interest  in  the  Tanzania  tours, 
the  group  was  divided  into  two  groups  of 
about  20  people,  which  both  departed  in 
June.  Armed  with  hard-sided  cases 
containing  everything  from  French  horns 
to  euphoniums,  along  with  suitcases 
packed  with  instruments  like  clarinets, 
flutes  and  tambourines,  the  groups 
traveled  more  than  14  hours  by  plane. 

“We  delivered  the  instruments  to  the 
headquarters  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church  of  Tanzania  in  Arusha,  but  we  did 
not  have  a chance  to  see  them  in  use,” 
explained  Fredrick,  associate  director  of 
admissions  for  international  recruitment. 

Ott  arranged  for  Kameli  to  be  there 
to  receive  the  instruments.  She  traveled 
for  two  days  by  bus  to  collect  the  items. 

“The  final  closure  to  this  will  be 
actual  pictures  and  sound  bytes  of 
students  in  Tanzania  playing  the 
instruments  we  have  sent  to  them,” 
said  Hancock.

Entering  Campaign  Wartburg's  final  stages 

I always  think  the  tail  end  of  a campaign  is  rough;  you  have  that 
momentum  at  the  beginning,  when  you’re  just  out  of  the  blocks.  We’re  at 
just  over  |80  million  — $8  million  from  the  campaign  goal.  That’s  a tough 
$8  million  to  get,  but  we  have  the  staff  and  the  constituency  to  meet  our 
$88  million  goal.  I have  every  confidence  we  will  exceed  that  amount  by  the 
fall  of  2006. 

Making  a difference 

In  the  beginning  of  a campaign,  you  tend  to  have  a number  of  the  larger 
gifts.  But  it’s  those  $500  and  $1,000  gifts  that  really  make  a campaign.  Those 
gifts  are  evidence  of  the  loyal  support  by  alumni  and  friends  of  the  college, 
proof  that  our  constituency  is  on  board  with  the  concept  and  the  direction  of 
the  college.  Those  small  gifts  allow  everyone  to  be  a part  of  the  campaign. 
Plus,  $1,000  from  an  alumnus  can  turn  into  $10,000  over  the  years  if  they 
remain  focused  on  the  future. 


Benefits  of  the  campaign 

The  college  has  spent  $55  million  on  what  you  can  clearly  see  around 
campus.  When  my  daughter,  Claire,  was  choosing  a college,  I visited  half  a 
dozen  colleges  in  the  Midwest  and  saw  how  necessary  Wartbu.rg’s  building 
projects  were.  If  we  are  to  maintain  a competitive  stance,  our  building  projects 
were  vital  and  will  continue  to  help  us  in  student  recruitment  and  retention. 

What  you  don’t  see  so  readily  are  the  estate  planning  arrangements  alumni 
and  friends  have  made  as  a result  of  the  campaign.  Donors  have  committed 
almost  $40  million  in  this  way.  Those  gifts  will  increase  the  endowment  and 
strengthen  Wartburg  for  years  to  come. 

The  next  piece  of  the  puzzle  is  the  proposed  Health  and  Wellness  Center. 
We’re  being  cautious  about  this  project,  because  it  is  a big  step.  Currently,  the 
board  has  not  approved  it  as  a building  project  nor  is  there  a committed  fund- 
raising goal,  blit  we  have  hired  an  architect  to  provide  us  wdth  projected  costs 
and  a visual  sense  of  the  completed  project.

College  to  host  Leadership  Program  for  Musicians 


Wartburg  will  host  the  2005-06  courses  for  the  Leadership 
Program  for  Musicians  Serving  Small  Congregations,  beginning  in 
September. 

LPM  is  a national  program 
open  to  all  denominations. 

Organizations  throughout  the 
country  host  local  programs. 

The  Wartburg-based  program  is 
sponsored  by  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church  in  America  and 
the  Episcopal  Church. 

LPM  is  a two-year 
curriculum  devoted  to 
musicians,  clergy  and  worship  leaders.  It  is  focused  on  providing  the 
basic  skills  needed  for  designing  and  leading  liturgical  worship  and 
music. 

Upon  completion  of  both  years,  musicians  will  receive  the 


Presiding  Bishop’s  Certificate  in  Music  Ministry. 
Individuals  may  also  choose  to  take  single  courses. 

Each  year  includes  five  weekend  seminars. 
Sessions  will  take  place  during  the  2005-06  and 
2006-07  academic  years.  This  year’s  dates  are 
Sept.  16-17;  Nov.  11-12;  Jan.  6-7;  Feb.  24-25;  and 
April  21-22.  Dates  for  2006-07  will  be  determined 
after  consultation  with  first-year  participants. 

Tuition  is  $450  and  includes  courses  and  two 
meals.  The  cost  does  not  include  hotel 
accommodations,  books  and  other  materials.  Partial 
scholarships  are  available.

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College  adds  special  ed 
endorsement 

Wartburg  now  offers  an  elementary  special 
education  endorsement. 

The  Iowa  Department  of  Education  approved 
Wartburg's  proposal,  allowing  the  college  to  offer 
courses  toward  an  endorsement  as  an  Instructional 
Strategist  I (mild  and  moderate)  for  kindergarten 
through  sixth  grade. 

According  to  Dr.  Cheryl  Budlong,  education 
department  chair,  the  college  will  begin  offering 
courses  during  Fall  Term  2005. 

"In  addition  to  enhancing  our  current  students' 
curriculum,  we  believe  this  will  be  beneficial  to 
area  teachers  wanting  to  add  the  special  education 
endorsement,"  said  Budlong.  Courses  will  be 
offered  at  night  to  accommodate  working 
professionals. 

In  July  2004,  the  Iowa  Department  of  Education 
designated  many  areas  of  special  education  as 
"teacher  shortage  areas."  As  a result,  educators 
who  take  full-time  jobs  in  designated  teacher 
shortage  disciplines  are  eligible  for  Stafford 
Student  Loan  and/or  Supplemental  Loan  for 
Students  deferment  for  up  to  three  years. 
(Deferment  does  not  mean  cancellation.)  in 
addition,  some  federal  cancellation  and  deferment 
opportunities  are  available  from  the  federal 
government. 

"We  have  had  a lot  of  people  express  an  interest 
in  the  special  education  endorsement,"  Budlong 
said.  "We  would  love  to  have  current  students  and 
area  educators  pick  up  this  endorsement  at 
Wartburg." 

The  college  will  offer  one  night  course  each  term 
over  the  course  of  two  years,  in  addition  to  field 
experience  and  a half-credit  Psychology  of  the 
Exceptional  Child  course.

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Frankenstein  Fever  hits  campus

Mary  Shelley’s 
Frankenstein,  Or  the 
Modern  Prometheus  is  the 
Inquiry  Studies  101 
required  reading  book  for  the  2005-06 
academic  year. 

The  book  is  part  of  a new  on-campus 
reading  initiative,  Readings  in  Common. 
Frankenstein  was  chosen  for  a variety 
reasons  say  Dr.  Rebecca  Blair  and  Dr. 

Brian  Jones,  who  are  coordinating  the 
project. 

“It’s  a classic  work  that  raises  many 
issues,’’  says  Blair,  senior  lecturer  in 
English.  “The  book  deals  with  unintended 
consequences,  similar  to  the  real  world, 
and  it  also  invites  careful  reading  with 
serious  reflection.’’ 

Blair  and  Jones  point  out  that 
Frankenstein  should  be  particularly 
interesting  because  Shelley  was  the  age  of 
most  incoming  first-year  students  when 
she  wrote  the  book. 

In  the  past,  books  were  chosen  by  a 
team  of  faculty  members,  who  read  up  to 
six  or  more  books  to  decide  on  the  perfect 
fit.  With  the  new  program,  students  are 
involved  in  the  selection  process  as  well. 

Shelley’s  work  is  considered  the 
original  Frankenstein.  The  book  does  not 
include  references  to  Frankenstein  as  a 
monster,  but  rather  a creature.  “Society  has 
changed  the  image  of  Frankenstein  over 
time,  adding  more  visuals  to  the  character 
and  changing  it  according  to  current 
times,”  Blair  explains. 

Jones,  assistant  professor  of  religion, 
believes  the  acculturation  of  Frankenstein 
makes  the  book  an  even  more  beneficial 
read.  “Frankenstein  is  horrible  to  look  at, 
but  he  has  a good  heart.  He  is  transformed 
in  the  book  and  is  transformed  in  society; 
there’s  a lot  to  learn  from  that.’’ 

Many  copies  of  the  book  have  been 
distributed  across  campus,  and  additional 
copies  can  be  purchased  online.  Organizers 
hope  to  involve  the  local  and  alumni 
communities  in  reading. 

Activities  planned  for  Frankenstein 


include  “knight  class”  to  i,ntroduce  the 
text  during  new  student  orientation; 
discussion  of  the  book  in  IS  101  classes; 
faculty  panel;  film  series;  and  an  electronic 
discussion  forum  for  alumni. 

“It’s  rewarding  to  see  how  excited 
people  are  about  this  program  all  over 
campus,”  Jones  explains.  “Nor  only  will 
the  students  enjoy  the  reading,  but  the 
entire  Wartburg  community  will  join  in 
the  excitement.”

Wartburg  concluded  its 
2005  baseball  season  with  a 
37-1 1 record  and  a fourth- 
place  finish  in  the  NCAA 
Division  III  College  World 
Series.

Women  take  national  title,  men  turn  in  best-ever  finish  at  Division  III  nationals 


Wartburg  claimed  its  first  NCAA 
Division  III  women’s  team  national  title  on 
home  turf  May  2H,  winning  the  outdoor  track 
and  field  championship  by  the  closest  margin 
in  history. 

The  Knights  took  the  top  slot  with  43 
|x)ints,  beating  Calvin  (42)  and  University  of 
Wisconsin-Oshkosh  (42).  Wartburg  gained  its 
third  consecutive  top  four  NCAA  Division  III 
indoor/outdoor  championships  trophy  in  front 
of  a capacity  crowd  at  Walston-Hoover 
Stadium. 

“A  year  ago  at  this  time  we  finished 
fourth,  and  1 knew  we  were  getting  closer  to 
winning  a national  championship,”  said  coach 
Marcus  Newsom.

No.  1 singles  player  Mark  Giesmann  '05  of 
Waverly  logged  a straight-set  win  for  the 
Knights.  He  and  partner  Greg  Koenen  '08  of 
Aplington  rolled  past  the  Storm  for  a No.  1 
doubles  win.

Alumnus  pens  novel 
steeped  in  Lutheran  history

Wartburg  alumni  - especially  those  interested  in 
the  college  history  or  church  life  - will  enjoy  In  the 
Presence  of  Angels. 

The  author,  Michael  Sherer  '63,  is  a graduate  of 
Wartburg  and  Wartbu.rg  Theological  Seminary.  He  is 
now  editor  of  Metro  Lutheran,  a Twin  Cities-based  pan- 
Lutheran  newspaper. 

This  novel  is  the  first  of  a series  of  three  devoted 
to  a common  theme  and  "is  dedicated  to  the  founders, 
faculty,  staff  and  students  of  St.  Paul  Lather  College 
and  Seminary,  . . . and  to  their  counterparts  in  the 
schools  which  succeeded  them  - Wartburg  Theological  Seminary,  . . . and 
Wartburg  College  . . . Their  lives  touched  and  enriched  those  of  thousands  more.” 

Persons  identified  with  St.  Paul  Luther  and  three  Wartburgs  (Waverly, 

Clinton  and  Dubuque)  play  important  roles  in  the  story.  Sherer  pays  more  than  a 
little  attention  to  Lutheran  denominational  history  - especially  to  the  bitter 
struggle  in  the  early  1930s  over  where  to  locate  the  American  Lutb.e,ran  Church’s 
colleges  in  the  Midwest.  Along  the  way,  readers  are  introduced  to  some  surnames 
that  have  a familiar  Wartburg  ring:  Darnauer,  Staehling,  Schwandt,  Andreae, 
Buenting,  Jech,  Mensing,  Borleske,  Harms  and  a host  of  others.  To  even  things 
up,  Sherer  includes  the  all-too-familiar  outsider  who  insists  on  calling  the 
Waverly  college  “Waterbury.” 

In  the  Presence  of  Angels  is,  however,  more  than  an  exercise  in  academic  or 
denominational  nostalgia.  Set  between  the  world  wars,  it  tells  of  those  whose  lives 
are  caught  up  in  the  birth  and  growth  toward  maturity  of  a congregation  in  south 
Minneapolis:  Lutheran  Church  of  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels. 

Sherer  is  a masterful  storyteller;  he  has  both  a strong  sense  of  history  and  a 
keen  eye  for  the  human  condition.  He  gives  us  so  much  more  than  a good  read, 
and  he  takes  us  well  beyond  the  ordinary  opportunity  of  experiencing  vicariously 
the  triumphs  and  tribulations  of  people  in  another  time  and  place. 

In  the  Presence  of  Angels  becomes  a powerful  affirmation  of  congregational  life  - 
a fascinating  tale  of  the  ways  humian  connections  can  be  transformed  into  ministry. 
It  reminds  us  that  the  realities  of  good  and  evil,  success  and  failure,  faith  and 
forgiveness  are  as  old  and  as  new  as  humankind.  If  at  times  the  narrative  seems 
predictable,  it  may  be  because  we  sense  in  it  our  own  lives  and  an  affirmation  of 
how  complicated  and  elusive  the  human  search  for  understanding  can  be.  In  a very 
real  sense,  we  have  seen  the  people  of  St.  Michael,  and  they  are  us. 

In  the  final  two  novels  of  the  trilogy,  Sherer  promises  to  bring  the  story  of 
St.  Michael  and  its  people  into  the  new'  millen,nium.  Anyone  who  reads  this  first 
installment  will  not  want  to  miss  the  rest  of  the  story.

What  do  you  get  when  you 
combine  the  musical  efforts  of  two 
Wartburg  alumni,  another  Wartburg 
graduate’s  husband  and  an  alumna 
from  Luther  College  (of  all  places)? 

The  correct  answer  is  nor  a disastrous 
punch  line  to  another  antagonistic 
Wartburg/Luther  joke  but  rather  a 
talented  musical  group  that  delights 
in  producing  the  catchy,  spunky  tunes 
of  sensitive  arena  rock. 

The  Madison,  Wis. -based  band 
Spin  Spin  Coupling  recently  released 
their  third  CD,  She  Said.  This  group  combines  the  musical  stylings  of  Mike 
Jensen  ’96  (lead  vocals),  Paul  Van  Auken  '95  (bass),  Alan  Halverson  (lead 
guitar)  and  Eric  Heiserman  (drums).

With 
miles  separating  members,  Jensen  credits  much  of  their  success  to  experience 
and  time  spent  playing  with  each  other. 

“We  rarely  get  a chance  to  practice  because  we’re  so  spread  out,”  he 
remarks,  “so  it’s  a good  thing  we’ve  been  playing  together  as  long  as  we  have.” 

Van  Auken  is  working  on  a Ph.D.  in  sociology  at  UW-Madison,  where 
Halverson  is  a Ph.D.  candidate  in  computer  science.  Heiserman  is  a computer 
networking  specialist  with  a governmental  agency  in  Minneapolis.

Jim  Musser  of  the  Iowa 
City  Press  Citizen  raved  that  She  Said’s  melodies  are  filled  with  “hooks  galore, 
smart  lyrics  and  great  harmonies.”

Famed  prankster  finds  higher  calling 

i>y  Karris  Golden  ’98 

To  his  classmates,  Dave  Max  ’98  will  always  be  “that  guy  who  covered 
Luther  College’s  campus  with  Wartburg  propaganda.” 

In  October  1996,  Max  and  Jeff  Huber  ’99  rented  a light  airplane,  flew  ro 
Decorah  and  dropped  3,000  leaflets  on  the  Luther  campus.  Shortly  thereafter, 
they  incurred  a $90  fine  from  a Winneshiek  County  magistrate,  who 
suggested,  “The  next  time  you  decide  to  fly  the  friendly  skies,  don’t  do  it 
around  here.” 

The  memorable  prank  earned  Max  regional  and  national  media  attention 
and  a place  in  Wartburg  folklore.  But  these  days,  he  believes  he’s  putting  his 
piloting  skills  to  much  better  use. 

U.S.  Air  Force  Caprain  Max  now  flies  an  F-15E.  In  February,  he  returned 
to  the  United  States  from  the  Middle  East,  where  he  served  five  months. 

“While  I was  over  there,  I took  part  in  both  Operation  Iraqi  Freedom  in 
Iraq  and  Operation  Enduring  Freedom  in  Afghanistan,”  he  explained.  “Most 
of  what  we  did  there  was  providing  on-call  support  for  troops  on  the  ground.” 

In  addition,  Max  did  infrastructure  reconnaissance  for  oil  pipelines,  power 
lines  and  roads.  As  a pilot,  he  also  played  an  important  role  in  insuring  rhe 
safety  of  Iraqi  voters  during  elections  in  January. 

“I  was  flying  over  Kabul,  Afghanistan,  in  December  during  the 
inauguration  of  Hamid  Karzai  (Afghanistan’s  first  democratically  elected 
president).” 

It  marked  Max’s  second  tour  of  duty  in  the  Middle  East;  he  was  there  for 
five  months  in  2003.
